Germany's Position Satisfactory, 
dares President Koempf.

semi-official account of today'.«! session 
of tlio reichstaff was ^iven out by tho 
Overseas News agency: 


"The reichstag opcnod this afternoon. 
The galleries were crowded and the 
foreign diplomats who now are in Ber- 
lin were present, virtually -without ex- 
ception. 
President Kaempf in his in- 
troductory speech, stated that the war 
in its economic.and political as well as 
military aspects had now reached a 
climax. 
On all fronts there was a vio- 
lent struggle for a decision. 
Germany's 
position, the president said, was sat- 
isfactory in every respect. 
He men- 
tioned the arrival 
of the 
merchant 
submarines, Dutschland and Bremen in 
the United State.s, 
• A news dispatch to Berlin to the ef- 
fect that a tug had gone out from New 
London, Conn., presumably to meet 
the Bremen gave rise to the erroneous 
report generally a^-cepted in Germany 
that the Bremeri had reached the Unit- 
ed States. 


After the transaction of routii-3 busi- 
ness Chancellor von 
Bethmann-Iioll- 
weg arose. 
Amid a general silence he 
began hi.s speech to wJiich all listened 
with undivided attention. 


The chancellor alluded to the In- 
trigues of Rumania and that countrj^'s 
declaration of war, saying: 
"When the 
war broke out King Carlos with all his 
energy stood up for (ho idea that Ru- 
mania owed 
to the 
central powers 
thirty jear.s of i)olitioal security and 
wonderful economic development and 
that therefore . Rumania must support 
the contra! powers.

"J3ut when the decidini; question of 
the crown council was held, the aged 
king did not succeed as against the 
government whose prime minister, not- 
withstanding treaty obligations, sym- 
pathized with the entente powers.

short time later the k i n j died in conse- 
quence of the emotions caused by re- 
alization that Rumania was a traitoi» 
to her allies.

Paul was not safe in Jerusa- 
lem. The Roman governor recognized 
the nature of the conspiracy, and the 
desperate character of the Jewish fa- 
natlc.s, and therefore sent him under a 
strong guard to Caesarea, which was 
reached after a Journew on horseback, 
lasting through the night and the fol- 
lowing day.

Registration and Voting 


Election lists show that four years ago some 150,000 Indiana 
voters failed to go to the polls on election day. Nearly half that num- 
ber failed to qualify themselves by registration, and fully as many, 
having registered, did not exercise the right of suffrage that year. 
The situation may have been due to the peculiar political conditions 
that obtained in that memorable campaign. Whatever the cause, it 
was unfortunate, and it should not occur again. 


Voting is not merely a right or privilege. It is more than that. 
It is a positive duty. The legal voter who fails to cast a ballot is not 
only dodging a distinct responsibility of his citizenship, but he is 
to that extent surrendering his rights and yielding his standing in the 
community in which he lives. It indicates the presence of a degree of 
civic shiftlessness and evasion that reflects no credit upon the man 
who through carelessness, forgetfulness or negligence fails to register 
his sincere convictions at the polls, regardless of the party with which 
he may be affiliated. It is not so much your party's welfare that is at 
stake, as that your own grade of citizenship is on trial. 


Do not allow yourself to be listed among the Indiana voters who 
will fail to go to the polls this year. Play safe in the matter of regis- 
tration. Make certain your name is on the registration lists, if your 
residence and other qualifications entitle it to be there. If you have 
moved from your former precinct, or if you did not vote at the last 
election, you must register. If the former lists have been lost, you 
must register. Take no chances. October 9 is the one and only date 
for registration this year. If in doubt, registration officials of any of 
the political parties will be glad to give you accurate information on 
these points. It is worth while to see that the matter of registration 
is properly attended to, and that, having registered, you vote. 


Mr. Hughes is doubtless entirely correct in surmising that neither 
congress nor the president would have abandoned their determination 
to prevent the general railroad strike by the passage of the Adamson 
bill, even had the republican candidate for president, a thousand 
miles distant, raised a protest instead of maintaining a discreet 
silence. Yet Mr. Hughes, as a patriotic citizen said to be of presiden- 
tial capacity, must have had convictions on the matter, one way or 
the other. Express of those convictions while the vital subject was 
yet tinder discussion would at least have kept the Hughes record 
clear upon the point, and relieved the nominee of the suspicion that 
he was more concerned in finding further ground for assailing the ad- 
ministration than in aiding to compose industrial differences that 
threatened to paralyze the transportation system of a nation. 


The state board of pardons has just concluded its September ses- 
sion, in the course of which it was subjected to the usual bombard- 
ment of tear-compelling pleas for clemency in behalf of scores of con- 
victs whose crimes brought them afoul of the law and condemned 
them to incarceration in the state penal institutions. If all these pleas 
are to be accepted at their face value, it is evident that a lot of saintly 
citizens of Indiana have been the victims of misplaced circumstances 
that landed them behind the bars in wholly unwarranted fashion.

British Privy Council is 
Falling in Line With 
Other Departments. 


London, Sept. 15.—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.)—Falling into line 
with other departments of state in the 
question of economy, the privy council of 
Great Britain have ordered that 
the 
"Great Seal" shall only be used very 
sparingly, thus saving time and money. 


The affixing of this Great Seal to a 
document takes nearly half an hour and 
requires the attendance of two officers 
known as "The Sealer" and the "Chaff 
Wax." 


It was formerly affixed to royal as- 
sent appointments of archbishops, bish- 
ops, king's counsel and Indian judges, 
etc., but will now only be used on the 
patents of peers, baronets and appoint- 
ments of judges to the high court. 


The seM 'was always taken around 
with the lord chaneellor, either on state 
or private visits, but thé custom was 
broken by Lord Lorebura, who only car- 
ried it if certain its use would ^ 
re- 
quired. It is six inches in diameter ènd 
was struck in silver in the largest nress 
at the mint.

Indianapolis, Sept. 2.—Plans for the 
uihiual celebration of Fire Prevention 
day axe being completed by the state 
fire marshal following the issuance of a 
proclamation by the governor setting 
aside Monday, October 9th, as Indiana 
Centennial Fire Prevention day. 
It is 
expected that in many communities the 
observance of -this day "will be coupled 
•with centennial celebrations as a feat- 
ure of the regular program. 


The. mayors of Indiana cities will is- 
sue proclamations supplementing that 
of the governor and calling on the peo- 
ple of their own city to observe Cen- 
temiial Fire Prevention day with suit- 
able action. 


The state of Indiana has originated 
a method of study of fire prevention 
in the schools wliich has been copied 
by Are marshals and fire prevention ex- 
e r t s in all parts of the United States. 
^ I s system 
involves 
requiring each 
school pupil to make an inspection of 
his own home with n view to discover- 
ing all dangerous conditions which may 
cause fires. Each student makes a writ- 
ten report of his inspection and returns 
the result to the school authorities. A 
number of school principals have gath- 
ered interesting statistics on their cities 
by tabulating the result of the several 
inspections. 
Blanks for the purpose of 
making these inspections are furnished 
by the state fire marshal for distribu- 
tion 
to the school 
children, free of 
charge on request from school authori 
ties. 


School Authorities Aid. 


Special effort is being extended bj- 
the state superintendent of public in- 
struction to secure statewide observ- 
ance of the day in the schools of In- 
diana. 
In a letter addressed to tho 
school superintendents, State Superin- 
tendent Greathouse 
urges 
that exer- 
cises be held in all schools on October 
Bth, in which the subject of fire pre- 
vention will be studied 
and 
recom- 
mends that all English classes make 
Rre prevention purposes and method 
the subject of their compositions and 
themes durin? the Trcpk beginning Oc- 
tober 9th.

Historians after the

overlook the Red Cross dog that has dis- 
tinguished itself by saving lives, ward- 
ing off surprise attacks and carrying 
dispatches .tWougli zones where enemy 
fire was so intense it was not safe to 
send a human messenger. 


One of the most notable dogs of the 


war was 
Marquis, the 
famous 
regi- 
mental dispatch bearer of the French 
army. 
At the battle of Sartebourg on 
the Belgian front, Slarquia was intrust- 
ed with an important dispatch to be car- 
ried through a lone »wept by intense 
Prussian fire. 


Marquis liad gone oniy a 
hundred 
yards when he was shot. 
He crawled 
back with the undelivered ipessage, foil 
at his master's'feet and died. His sol- 
dier comrade« buried him and placed a 


monument over his grave.

Pell, Podge, North, Bac and Ruff are 
other famous war dog». 
They were a 
great help to the French in driving the 
Prusaiana out of Boesingho woods in 
one of the Yprea engagements. 


In north Fraijce is a terraced colony 
holding a standing afray of war dogs.

DRAW GOLD HEAtr 


Mr. Warburg Tells Bankers 
How to "Forearm" to 
Meet Conditions. 


Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 
29.—"Heavy 
exports of gold from this country to Eu- 
rope may follow the closoe of the Euro- 
pean war," said Paul M. Warburg, vice 
governor of the federal reserve board, in 
his address before the American Bankers' 
association here today. 


"Foreigm loans in the old and new 
world may attract our capital at interest 
rates far in excess of our own," he said. 
"Our exports will have to meet the keen 
competition of other nations while the 
purchasing power of many a nation will 
be found materially reduced even thouiirh 
in the beginning there will be a stronsr 
demand for certain of our raw materials. 


"These conditions, in the long run, may 
be the cause of heavy gold exports from 
the United States, and if we remain un- 
prepared may prove a serious check. 
If, 
on the other hand, we forearrn, we will be 
given the opportunity of taking our place 
as the strongest of the world's hankers 
and furnished the basis of a solid expan- 
sion of our business." 


Mr. Warburg appealed to the bankers 
to "forearm" by increasing their bal- 
ances with the federal reserve banks and 
releasing some of the gold in their vaults. 


"Keep all the gold in your vaults, wher« 
it is useless for yourselves, and deprive 
it of the additional force that it may gain 
i nthe hands of the federal reserve banks; 
keep every cash till In hotels, railroad 
stations, dry goods stores and what not 
flllea with gold certiflcates and you will 
rob the country of Its 1egitiinn.te oppor- 
tunities of growth, of helping the world;"

"It is my ambition to supply 
every 
working man in the United States with 
an automobile—one he can buy without 
sacrifice and operate without denial. 


"The reason the Ford Motor company 
does not sell automobiles for less than 
the present price," he explained, "is that 
the demand would greatly exceed the 
supply. 


"Today the- factory is 200,000 orders 
behind," he elucidated. 
"When facilities 
for turning out cars increases there is a 
possibility that the price will decrease." 


Results in the past year of the Ford 
profit-sharing plan, he asserted, had more 
than justified the course under 
which 
every employe gets $5 minimum a day 
and a share in the growth of the busi- 
ness.

where his government has its seat. If 
the king of England or President Poin- 
caré want to meet the Belgian sovereign, 
they have to go to this corner by the 
Yser. 


The soldiers deeply appreciate the 
fact that their sovereign and command- 
er-in-chief shares with them the mo- 
notony of this marshy bit of country, 
waiting, like them, for the day when 
Belgium shall be free once more. His 
majesty is frequently seen by his men

"l" remember," he said, "when T first 
joined the army—how long ago I dont 
remember—the only refuge of the soldier 
was the canteoi. 
In those day.s we had 
soldiers who used practicully to live on 
beer. 
It used to be quite a common 
tiling in those days for an old soldier 
to sell his food to the yotuig recruit 
and buy beer and live ujxin it. 
' 
-1 think it is something like thirty 
or thirty-five years ago since the found- 
ers of the Y. M. C. A. commenced their 
beneficent work and the change that has 
coni'^ over the per.-^onnel of the army 
during tliat 
time has been somethinr: 
very little short of miraculous. 
Those 
who have served all those years in the 
army can realize it better than anybody 
el.-e. 


".A few years before the war com- 
nienred this improvement began to man- 
ifest itself in a most extraordinary man- 
ner. and especially with regard to tiie 
diminution of crime. 
Drunkenness was 
formerly a most prevalent crime in the 
army. 
T remember that we used to ha\o 
strings of defaulters outside the orderly 
rooms waiting to be punished for drunk- 
onnrss. 
You hardly ever see a drunken 
soldier new, and in many other direc- 
tions the work 
of these 
institutions 
upon the spiritual and moral develop- 
ment of the soldier is very marked and 
l-.a? hcen clearly proved. 


"When I was commander-in-chief 
in 
France for some eighteen months I real- 
ized what these institutions have dono 
for soldiers. 
It was on the fields of bat- 
tle tliat the men showed what diflTerent 
men they were. This war has demanded 
more in the way of nerve and courage 
from our men than any war that has 
ever happened in the history 
of 
the 
world. 
The most constant courage has 
had to be exercised ever;i' moment of the 
day and night. 
Xo bit of ground is se- 
cure from the long range high explosive 
shells. 
But through it all our men have 
shown a magnificent courage. 
One can- 
not but remember that the old sold'er» 
of the past were splendid, but they cer- 
tainly 
never 
surpassed 
the 
splendid 
courage that 
has been shown in this 
war. 
One canont help thinking 
that 
perhaps it is to bo traced to the work 
of these institutions."

He's an ii-utocrat! 
He's the hardest man to see in town! 
He can't-boss his wife! 
To judge by the things the New York 
newspapers are saying about 
Shonts, 
he can't get along with his adopted' 
city, either. 


Practienlly every sheet in town, from 
the socialist Call to the ultra-reaotion- 
ary Sun, has taken a crack at him for 
sDine thing or other in connection. with 
the traction tieup. 


He's a man of 60 wth a hard-set jaw 
and a face that easily scowls. 
He gets 
$100,000 a year salary, and has other 
income from railroad investments. 


He was born in Pennsylvania, but 
went to school and "grew up" in Cen- 
tcrville, Iowa, where he practiced law 
and became an expert in bank book 
keeping. 


He married in 1882 a daughter of 
Gen. Francis M. I>rake, and his wealthy 
father-in-law placed him in charge of 
constructing some of the Drake rail- 
roads, including the Iowa Central- and 
the Indiana, lUinois and Iowa.

way and surface cars; then he fired a

Child Labor committee has issued to- 
day a protest against current 
state- 
ments to the effect that the recently 
passed 
federal 
child 
labor laAV is

"fraud" and a "joker." 
"We hope no 
one will be misled by these rumors." 
says Owen R. Lovejoy, general secre- 
tary of the National Cliild Labor com- 
mittee. 
"The bill was carefully drawn 
and thoroughly considered. 
It Avas not 
jammed through congress but had been 
pending three years. 
It is significant 
that both democrats and 
republicans 
were well represented on the 
senate 
committee that passed 
on 
the 
final 
form of the bill, that botli democrats 
and republicans stood solidly for it in 
this form, and that Avhen the roll-call 
v/RS tiken only two republicahr—Oli- 
ver and Penrose—and ten democrats— 
all southerners—A'oted 
against it. 
If 
the law is a gold brick, both parties 
made the brick, and the attempt 
to 
use it as 
campaign 
material 
is 
ab- 
surd. 
The law is as air-tight as a law 
can be. 
The thirty-day clause which 
has been attacked as a "Joker' does not 
relate to shipment in interstate 
com- 
merce but to removal from the factor>-, 
and was intended, chiefly, to prevent 
evasion of the law by the storage of 


child-made goods in a warehouse. 
It 
Avas 
necessary 
furthermore, 
because 
without it a manufacturer who once 
employed 
child labor Avould 
find 
his 
goods debarred forever from interstate 
commercc, even though his child em- 
plo.ves were discharged. 
It has been 
suggested that some thrifty manufac- 
turer may try to run the government 
blockade with shipments of goods in 
thirty day lots, hiring and firing his 
children so as to evade the 
laAV, but 
we believe that such a 
manufacturer 
Avould be an 
abnormally 
determined 
employer 
of children—for 
employers 
have been telling us lor many years 
that they do not Avant to employ chil- 
dren but are forced to do so by com- 
petition with other child employers— 
and Avould soon 
calh himself to 
the 
attention of a public that has already 
clearly 
signified 
its objection 
to 
the 
existence of child labor. 
The federal 
child labor law was framed by the best 
constitutional laAvyers in the country; 
it Avas passed by a congress that had 
given it close attention; and we of the 
National 
Child Labor committee 
be- 
lieve tliat, whether the next president 
be Mr. Wilson or Mr. Hughes, the child 
labor law can and will be enforced in 
accordance with the Avill of the Amer- 
ican people."

•which caused the commander, Lysias, 
to release him from the threatened 
•courging, and made him more thac 
ordinarily careful in his treatment 01 
Paul. 


i 
I. Before the Eldert (vv. 1-12). Bj 


referring back to chapter 21, v. 13, w« 
find tke charge which really underlaj 
all of Paul's trouble, his preaching ic 
the name of the Lord Jesus. Paul'i 
defense is interesting. He gives us a 
rehearsal of his Christian life, laying 
emphasis upon Its blamelessness and 
the fact that he is not an apostate 
Jew. The high priest speaks to sllenci 
him, but not gently. 
Although Paul 


for a moment seems to give way to his 
Justifiable indignation, he quickly re- 
veals bis reverence for the rulers oi 
the people. He then divides the san< 
hedrln. Read carefully chapter 22:6-7, 
and compare with verses 17 and IS 
The sanhedrln could not explain thll 
testimony of Paul, and were seeklni 
to put aside the whole question. 
An 


Interesting discussion would be to coa 
aider the Insult to Paul. Was his In- 
dignation right and rightly expressed! 
Another question, the matter of Paul'! 
apology. Just for what did he apolo- 
gize? la It ever, wrong to speak evt 
of rulers? These were Indeed days ol 
stress and storm. Was Paul justified 
in dividing the sanhedrln In order to 
conquer their opposition 
to hlml 


Again, how God used these Incident! 
In the furtherance of the gosped U t 
suggestive lesson for us all. It hai 
been hinted that Ananias was not In 
his priestly garments, and therefor* I 
perhaps not readily recognized bj ' 
Panl. Paul may never have seen him, 


j as he was elected high priest aitei 


Paul had left the council. It Is inter- 
testing to note that It Is not said that 
anyone struck Paul or that Paul did 
not apologize for his words or denj 
them to be true, hut only for their be- 
ing spoken to the high priest. Bead 
In this connection what Christ said tc 
the Pharisees (Matt 23:27). Paul ap- 
ologized because he had broken the 
law found In Exodus 22:28. In the 
trial of Christ one of the officers Btruci 
Jesus with the palm of his hand, j 
whereupon Jesus answered him, say- i 
Ing: "If I have spoken evil, bear wit i 
ness of the evil, but if -well, why smlt- < 
est thou me?" On the other hand, 
when Jesus was ill-treated by the com- 
mon soldlres, he opened not his month, 


II. The Plot and Deliverance (w. 12- 


85). Paul's prospect was not a pleas- 
ant one. In his darkness God appeared 
to his faithful servant to cheer hlnr 
(v. 11). Perhaps Paul was tempted to 
think he had made a mistake in com- 
ing to Jerusalem over the protests ol , 
his friends, but evidently the Lord 
heartily approved of his testimony 
there. A dangerous cqpspiracy was 
forming against him, but God was, as 
he always is, beforehand with his com- 
fort and preparation for the crisis. We 
have often speculated as to what be- 
came of the forty men who entered 


I Into it (see v. 12)—whether they ac- 
i tually lived tip to their oath. If they 
j did, they must have died of starvation. 


They were determined men, willing to 
go any length, and fancied they were 
doing the will of God. There Is no 
more dangerous man than he who fan- 
cies that he must'be the judge as to 
who are God's friends and who are his 
foes, and that he is the appointed exe- 
cutioner of God's judgment. The plot 
was well laid, and seemed certain of 
success, but it failed miserably. (See 


i Psalm 2:1-4;. 64:1-10; Isaiah 41:10). 
| The wiclted, who leave God out of 


j their plans, no matter how cunningly, 


i they plot, are doomed to failure (Kora. 


8:31). These plotters co-operated with 
the priest.

Election lists show that four years ago some 150,000 Indiana 


voters failed to go to the polls on electiou day. Nearly half that num 
bor failed to qualify themselves by registration, and fully as many, 
having registered, did not exercise the right of suffrage that year. 
The situation may have been due to the peculiar political conditions 
that obtained in that memorable campaign. Whatever the cause, it 
was unfortunate, and it should not occur again. 


Voting is notlaerely a right.or privilege. It is more than that. 


It is a positive duty. The legal voter who fails to cast a ballot is not 
only dodging a distinct responsibility of his citizenship, but he is 
to that extent surrendering his rights and yielding his standing in the 
community in which he lives. It indicates the presence of a degree of 
civic shiftlessness and evasion that reflects no credit upon the man 
•who through carelessness, forgetfulness or negligence fails to register 
his sincere convictions at the polls, regardless of the party with which 
he may be affiliated. It is not so much your party's welfare that is at 


- stake, as that your own grade of citizenship is ou trial. 


'' Do not allow yourself to be listed among the Indiana-voters who 


will fail to, go to the polls this year. Play safe in the matter of regis- 
tration. Make certain your name is on the registration lists, it' your 
residence and other qualifications entitle it to be there. If you have 
moved from your former precinct, or if you did not vote at the last 
election, you must register. If the former lists have been lost, you 
must register. Take no chances. October 9 is the one and only date 
for registration this year. If in doubt, registration officials of any of 
the political parties will be glad to give you accurate information on 
these points. It is worth while to see that the matter of registration 
is .properly attended to, and that, having registered, you vote.

Falling in Line With

, Indwnapolis, Sept. 2.—Plans for the 
icimual celebration of Fire Prevention 
day are being completed by the state 
fire marshal following the issuance of a 
proclamation by the governor setting 
aside Monday, October Oth, as Indiana 
Centennial Fire Prevention day. It is 
espected that in many eommimUU>.- the 
observance of this day will be coupled 
with centennial celebrations as a feat- 
ure of the regular program. 


The mayors of Indiana cities will is- 


sue proclamations supplementing that 
of the governor and calling on the peo- 
ple oj their own city to observe Cen- 
tennial Fire Prevention day with suit-' 
able action. 


The state of Indiana has originated 


a method of study of fire prevention 
In the schools which has been copied 
by fire marshals and fire prevention ex- 
perts in all parts of the United States. 
This system involves requiring each 
Rchool pupil to make an inspection of 
his own home with a view to discover- 
ing all dangerous conditions which may 
cause fires. Each student makes a writ- 
ten report of his inspection and return* 
the result to tho school authorities. A 
number of school principals have gath- 
ered interesting statistics on their cities 
by tabulating the result of thekSeveral 
inspections. Blanks for the purpose of 
making these inspections are furnished 
by the state, fire marshal for distribu- 
tion 
to tho school 
children, free of 


charge- on request from school authori- 
tiw.

Xew York, Sept. 29.—The National 


Child Labor committee has issued to- 
day a protest against current state- 
ments to the effect that the recently 
passed federal child labor -law is a 
"fraud" and a "joker." "We hope no 
one will be misled by these rumors, 
says Owen R. Lovejoy, general secre- 
tary of the National Child Labor com- 
rtiittee. "The bill was carefully drawn 
and thoroughly considered. It was not 
jammed through congress but had been 
pending throe years, ilt is significan 
that both democrats and republicans 
were well represented 
on the-senat 


committee, that passed 
on the fma 


form of the bill, that both democrat 
and republicans stood solidly for it in 
this .form, and that when the roll-cal 
was taken only two republicans—Oli- 
ver and Pcnrose—and ten democrats— 
all southerners—voted against it. 
If 


the, law is a gold brick, both parties 
made the brick, and the attempt to 
use it as campaign material is ab- 
surd. The law is as air-tight as a law 
can be. The thirty-day clause which 
has been attacked as a 'joker' does not 
relate to shipment in interstate' com- 
merce but to removal from the factory, 
and was intended, chiclly. to prevent 
evasion of the law by the storage of 


:hild-made goods in a warehouse. It 
vas necessary furthermore, because 
without it a manufacturer who once 
employed child' labor would find his 
goods debarred forever from interstate 
commerce, even though his child em- 
iloyes were discharged. It has been 
suggested that some thrifty manufac- 
,urcr may try to run the government 
)lockadc with shipments of goods in 
thirty day lots, hiring and tiring his 
children so as to evade the law, but 
we believe that such a manufacturer 
would be an 
abnormally determined 


employer 
of children—for 
employers 


have been, telling us for many years 
that they do not want to employ chil- 
dren but are forced to do so by com- 
petition with other child employers— 
and would soon call himself to the 
attention of a public that has already 
clearly signified its objection to the 
existence of child labor. 
The federal 


child labor law was framed by the best 
constitutional lawyers in the country; 
it was passed by a congress that had 
given it close attention; and we of the 
National Child Labor committee be- 
lieve that, whether the next president 
be Mr. Wilson or Mr. Hughes, the child 
labor law can and will be enforced in 
accordance with the will of the Amer- 
ican people."
